Overman, who has handled the bills 
in th«- com m ittee for the administra 
tion, denied emphatically that the bill 
has any such purpose.

makes the county auditor the i hief 
taxing official, and retains tin* pres 
ent elected ward and township as 
sessors 
The bill is an emergency measu-e 
to become effective upon its passage 
It was ofTem! by Senator Agnev 
mil 
will come up for passage as a s; • oiai 
order of business next Tuesday at 2 
o’clock. 
The proposed law contemplate- a 
reappraisement of all real estate this 
spring. 
The county auditor, with ap- 
proval of the county commissioners 
can employ experts for this purpose. 
He cannot on 
his own 
motion ap 
praise the property of any taxing dls 
trlcts, but must be directed to do so 
by the county commissioners or on 
petition of 25 taxpayers, the township 
trustees or the village council. 
After the first complete appraisal is 
mad», the auditor then may order re­ 
valuations at 
any 
tim e 
Personal 
property returns are to be m ade vol­ 
untarily on blanks furnished the tax 
Y>ayer. 
The return must be sworn to. 
Such returns must be made within 
\:> days alter the second Monday in 
April. 
Persons failing to make a tax 
return shall not be allowed the $100 
exemption. Persons refusing to make 
a tax return or who wilfully make a 
false return are to be penalized 50 
per ci nt. 
The assessors’ chief duty
